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nyone visiting the Upland Library on 
one of these warm, summer days 
ould be excused for thinking they 
were in the wrong place. 


Libraries are usually quiet, restrained 
places, after all. 

But that’s not the case when a popular 
summer reading program is going on. 

Everywhere you look in the Upland 
Library’s children’s section, there are kids — 
little, tiny ones clinging to a mother’s hand, 
bouncy little girls in pigtails, sun-tanned boys 
in cut-offs and the more restrained pre-teens 
looking over the heads of the younger ones. 

In the midst of all this are children’s 
librarian Marie Rooth and her staff, busy 
directing, helping and signing up new 
participants. 

The Feast of Beastiy Reading is this 
summer’s library program for children in the 
community. 

And while it may look like bedlam, Rooth 
insists it isn’t so. 

After only two weeks, more than 600 children 
have signed up and are participating on a 
regular basis. 

“We have been surprised by how popular 
it is. Last year by the end of the summer we 
had 500 children, but we had that many at the 
end of the first week this time,” Rooth said. 
Expectations are this year’s program will be 
the best attended yet. 

Luckily, Rooth admitted, everyone from 
other sections of the library has been helping 
out. 

“For sheer volume, there aren’t enough of 
us to handle it, especially between 11 a.m. 
and 1 p.m. when it’s the busiest; but everyone 
has been so helpful we’ve been coping very 
well.” 

The “Feast” is a reading program that 
combines a board game and prize incentives 
to encourage summer reading. 

“The kids love it,” Rooth said. “It really 
seems to appeal to them. They don’t want to 
go home.” 

Jane Ford, an Upland parent, heard about 
the program through her son’s school and 
signed her children up during the first week. 

“We come about twice a week and the 
children are really enjoying it. It keeps them 
reading and their reading skills sharp too,” 
she said. 

Ford’s neighbor, Nancy Paynter, brings 
her children for pretty much the same 
reasons. “It keeps them busy too.” 

But the reading program is not the only 
thing the library is offering the younger set. 

Movies, a preschool story time and crafts 
once as week are also on the agenda, Rooth 
said. 

Among the craft activities planned are pet 
rock painting, a beastly mural, a sidewalk art 
show, monster masks and pinatas. Crafts are 
held Wednesdays at 1 p.m. and are open to 
any child interested. No sign-ups are 
necessary. 
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Movies are shown twice a day on 
Tuesdays, at 10:30 a.m. and 1:30 p.m. Due to 
overwhelming demand, those wishing to 
attend have to get a ticket in the children’s 
section at 10 a.m. on the day the movie is 
screened. 

Movies include “The Pit and the 
Pendulum,” “Superman Il,” ‘Tom Sawyer,” 


“The Biack Hole” and “Tron.” 

Even though the library holds two 
showings, Rooth said she can’t accomodate 
even one-third of the children who show up to 
see the movies. “It’s a very popular part of 
the summer program — too popular, | 
guess.”

We all have such a silly version of the Wild 
West inflicted upon us by Hollywood that | 
was delighted when | came across a series of 
three books by James D. Horan titled “The 
Authentic Wild West.” 


They are subtitled ‘“‘The Gunfighters” 
(1976), ‘The Outlaws” (1977) and “The 
Lawmen” (1980). They present the West far 
more realistically than movies, TV or other 
popular sources, including the very good 
recent series of books by Time-Life. 


Horan’s books are prolifically and 
interestingly illustrated and all three have 
large easy-to-read type. 


Horan relies heavily on official documents 
and contemporary newspaper accounts for his 
facts, and the reproductions of these, along 
with the photographs of Billy the Kid, the Earp 
brothers, Belle Star, Jesse James and many 
others, lend the accounts a realism not often

You’ll never feel the same again about Wild 
Bill Hickock after you’ve read Horan’s account 
in “The Gunfighter.” He tells in vivid detail 
how the Hickock myth grew and how Wild Bill 
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of Wild West 


cashed in on it. 
Billy the Kid, on the other hand, retains a 


certain dignity as an orphaned child growing 
to manhood in a violent environment and 
getting caught up in the Lincoln County wars 
— one of the bloodiest struggles for power 
and wealth in the history of the West. 


The aura of the Old West was not 
destroyed for me by reading these books. The 
real stories of Buffalo Bill, Wyatt Earp, Billy 
the Kid and the others hold little romance, but 
they are fascinating. 


We get glimpses of lifestyles and 
environments alien to, and also echoing, our 
own. The physical hardness of the landscape 
and the life is difficult for us to understand. 


But the story of the gradual populating of 
the West and the growth.of.a.social structure 
comes through loud and clear in these stories 
of the most famous and infamous of the 
Wests’ residents. CJ

DMV seeking suggestions 
for review of regulations 


The Department of Motor Vehicles has asked 
for the public’s help in reviewing its regulations. 

In a letter sent to all motor vehicle trade 
associations, auto clubs, and people who have 
expressed an interest in the subject of regulation 
reform, DMV Deputy Director James L. Flournoy 
invited written comments on eight areas of Title 13 
of the California Administrative Code pertaining to 
DMV regulations. , « 

“The public has tong complained that many of 
these regulations are’so complex, costly and 
burdensome that their benefits, if any, do not 
justify the adverse affects they have upon 
Californians,” Flournoy said, He pointed out that in 
the last ten years the California Administrative 
Code, which includes all regulations promulgated 
by all state agencies, has doubled in size to more 
than 28,000 pages. 


“Governor Deukmejian has recently announced 
that it is the policy of his administration to 
eliminate unnecessary and unathorized government 
oo, Flournoy wrote. ‘We intend to do just 
that.” 

Flournoy said the written comments should be 
sent to: Madeline D. Rule, DMV, P.O. Box 11828, 
Sacramento, Ca. 95853. He posted three deadlines: 

@ Comments are due by July 29 on regulations 
about the Conflict of Interest Code, Drivers’ 
Licenses, Vehicle Registration, Vessel Registration 
and Driving Schools. 

@ Comments are due by Aug. 31 on regulations 
about Vehicle Registration Information Requests. 

© Comments are due by Sept. 30 on 
regulations about Seizure and Sale of Vehicles and 
Registration Enforcement, and Occupational 
Licensing. 


Analysis of drunk driver laws proposed 


A new proposal seeking evaluation ofthe 
effectiveness of California’s new “drunk driver” 
laws has been endorsed by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. Recently-enacted state laws 
have increased fines, restricted plea bargaining and 
made those driving with a 0.10 or more blood 
alcohol level guilty of a misdemeanor. 

According to Harry V. Cheshire Jr., Automobile 
Club president, “There is nothing in the present law 
which calls for analyzing the combined 
effectiveness of these new laws. An analysis can 
be of importance to lawmakers in their determining 
the effectiveness of these and other proposed laws 
as deterrent measures.” 

Cheshire expressed support for Senate 
Concurrent Resolution No. 27, introduced by 
Senator Alan Robbins (D-Van Nuys), which would 
request the state’s Office to Traffic Safety (OTS) to 
arrange a study to be conducted by an independent 
firm or university in consultation with public 
agencies. SCR 27 was approved unanimously by 


the Senate Transportation Committee, July 5, and 
referred to the Senate Finance Committee. 


The evaluation of drunk driving penalties, 
procedures and rehabilitation alternatives required 
by this study, Cheshire said, “could play an 
important role in the continuing efforts of citizen 
groups and public offices in reducing the adverse 
effects on society of drinking and driving.” 

Cheshire added that “the drinking driver 
problem results in an estimated $2.2 billion yearly 
economic loss in California from alcohol-related 
motor vehicle accidents. Drinking drivers are 
known to be involved in 50-70 percent of all fatal 
highway accidents, besides contributing to a 
substantial number of fatalities, permanent 
disabilities and property damage in this state. 

“Research and program evaluation is proposed 
in SCR 27 would provide needed information on the 
effectiveness of current laws in reducing the drunk 
driving toll,” Cheshire said. 
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Home grown herbs 


Fresh herbs for garnishing everything from 
salads to main dishes can be as close as the 
backyard garden, or even the kitchen window 
Dox. 

Once confined mainty to decorative 
gardens or commercial farms, herb growing is 
gaining renewed popularity among home 
gardeners, says Dr. Brian M. Lawrence, 
director of research and development for the 
Avoca Division of RUR Technical Company, a 
unit of R.J. Reynolds Development Corp. 

Many commonly used herbs are hardy 
plants that can easily be grown in outdoor 
gardens or indoor pianters, says Lawrence, 
whose work focuses primarily on the business 
of growing aromatic plants including 
commonly known herbs. 

“The popular interest in growing herbs 
reflects overall changing attitudes on eating 
healthy, natural foods,” Lawrence says. 
“People are more interested in eating natural, 
wholesome foods, and that includes using 
fresh herbs grown in their own gardens as 
flavorings.” 

Although most herbs are undemanding 
plants, close attention to growing conditions 
can assure flavorful, bountiful yields, says 
Lawrence, who also is scientific editor of the 
international publication, “Perfumer and 
Fiavorist.” 

Here are some suggestions for would-be 
growers of utilitarian herb gardens. 

@ in choosing an outdoor garden site, look 
for a tevel, sunny area with good drainage and 
soil that is fertile, but not excessively rich. 
Generally, fertilizer does not need to be added 
to herb garden soil. 
































































@ Garden centers and herb nurseries are 
the best sources for perennials, including 
chives, mints, sage, thymes, oregano, 
marjoram, rosemary and tarragon. Often 
gardeners need to buy just one plant, using it 
to propagate additional plants. 

@ Annuals must be grown from seed each 
year. Seedlings can be started indoors early in 
the year, then transplanted outdoors when 
weather permits. Popular annuals include 
anise, dill, fennel and basil. 

@ A \arge outdoor garden is not needed for 
growing herbs. Smalier plants are well-suited 
for growing in confined spaces such as 
window boxes, clay pots or planters of various 
shapes and sizes. Chives, lavender, parsiey 
and small mints are good choices for smal! 

growing areas. 

@ Many herb growers find that exchanging 
plants and seeds with other gardeners is a 
good way to acquire new varieties of herbs 
it's also a fun way to exchange information

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Euclid drain project moves ahead

Drainage problems are nothing new in Upland. 
But the city engineer's office is making headway in 
its fight against flooding . 

Fred Blanchard, city engineer, explained 
thatproblems along Euclid Avenue, at least 
between 19th and 24th streets, should be taken 
care of through a storm drain project proposed to 
be done this year. 

The $980,000 project would provide a drain 
down the street’s median, with inlets at each 
intersection. Water would drain into the channel on 
19th Street, into a levee behind Upland Hills, and 
finally into the Cucamonga Creek. 


SCAG reveals new 
transportation plan 


Keeping Southern Californians on the move will 
require major changes in lifestyles and in area 
transportation systems through the year 2000, says 
a newly released plan from the Southern California 
Association of Governments. 


The Regional Transportation Plan, when 
adopted, will become the basis for funding most 
Southern California transportation projects. 
Without new construction or programs to alleviate 
traffic congestion, the plan says freeway speeds in 
metropolitan portions of Los Angeles, Orange, 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties will slow 
from a 1980 average of 37 mph, to 17 mph by the 
year 2000. 


Area freeways could become rush hour parking 
lots unless immediate action is taken, the plan 
notes. The document calls for a transportation 
budget of $60 billion in construction, operation and 
maintenance, just to maintain freeway traffic at 
existing speeds. 


Flexible work hours and ridesharing would 
continue to be priorities for reducing rush hour 
congestion. These and other measures would 
maintain mobility at existing levels, despite the 
SCAG region’s predicted 28 percent increase in 
population by the end of the century. Much of the 
money to be raised for new construction would 
come from increased taxes, developer levies, 
creation of assessment areas and establishment of 
toll roads and transit reforms. 


SCAG is the regional planning agency for a six- 
county region which includes Ventura, Los 
Angeles, Orange, San Bernardino, Riverside and 
Imperial counties. Preparation of the Regional 
Transportation Plan is required by the State of 
California, and the United States Congress. 


Draft copies of the plan are available at local 
city, county and university libraries. SCAG has 
scheduled a public hearing to receive formal 
testimony and comments for 3 and 7 p.m. Thursday 
at SCAG’s headquarters, 600 S. Commonwealth 
Ave., 10th Floor, Los Angeles. Written comments 
are due Aug. 1. 

The comments and testimony will be 
incorporated into the plan’s final version, 
scheduled for completion in August. The plan will 
then be reviewed and approved by SCAG’s 
Executive Committee, composed of elected 
officials from throughout Southern California.

LOSE WEIGHT! 


Central Medical Weight Control

When the first non-Indians came to our area, 
they found the land covered with a variety of small 
trees, brush, shrubs and grasses. Rocks were 
everywhere. There was a healthy population of 
wildlife, from deer on down in size, and plenty of 
reptiles. 

In order to build a home and get into 
agriculture, it was necesary to clear the land. This 
involved pulling everything larger than grass, 
hoping to get roots and all. Later, it was burned. 
Then, the rocks were to be reckoned with. 

Bulldozers were yet to be invented, so horses 
and mules provided the pulling power. Mules are 
the offspring of a donkey or jackass and amare 
horse. Fhey are a long-eared, tough critter, with 
plenty of stamina for hard work. Here, let’s just call 
them all horses. 

To haul off the rocks, ‘‘rock wagons” were 
developed. They had fairly small wheels to keep 
them low, so rocks didn’t have to be lifted far. 
There were low sideboards. The bottom of the 
wagons was made up of loose planks, each about 
six inches wide. 

The front and rear ends of each plank were 
whittled to about three inches wide, to form hand 
grips. To unload, men lifted one plank at a time, 
and the rocks fell through. Horses pulled the 
wagons. 

The rocks were often dumped “just somewhere 
else.” As dumping spots became scarcer, it 
become common to build neat, carefully placed 
piles of rocks between ranches. Some grew to 
nearly 20 feet high. A few of these piles may still be 
seen in our remaining citrus areas. 

Before citrus trees could be planted on the 
cleared land, the soil was plowed. Naturally, this 
turned up more rocks to be hauled away. Some 
were so large they had to be blasted apart before 
loading. 

Growing trees needed water, so the horses

cultivator, to close the ditches and stir up the soil 
so it would hold moisture. The process also 
brought more rocks to the surface. It became 
common to call the rocks ‘‘ground apples,” with 
frequent harvesting needed. ; 

As trees started to bear fruit, wagon loads of 
“picking boxes” were brought into the groves. 
When filled and loaded, the horses pulled several 
tons of fruit to an often-distant packing house. 

The heavy work was done by large draft horse, 
such as Clydesdales or Percherons. Many ranchers 
also kept lighter, faster horses for riding, or for 
pulling light buckboards or buggies for trips to 
town or elsewhere.

My task was to bounce and stomp around 
on top of the joad to pack it down, so we could haul 
more. My Pop and | made that trip once for a load 
of. pumpkins or livestock feed. 

Finally, engine-powered trucks and tractors 
arrived and horses began to fade out. The new 
equipment was more powerful, faster, and didn’t 
consume hay and oats while resting. One of the 
early tractors was the Fordson. It had big, stee! rear 
wheels with spikes to dig into the soil for traction. 
But it also had one bad trick. On too hard a pull, it 
was possible for the rear wheels to stand still while 
the front end lifted up and over, with it all ending 
belly up. 

This could be a disaster for the driver, who was 
often pinned under it. It was somewhat like the 
fellow who put too large a propeller on his boat. 
When he stepped on the gas and put it in forward, 
the propeller stood still and the boat went around 
and around. ' 

It is impossible to say what stage of 
deve!)pment the world would be in today, had it not 
been for the help of horses. 0

American — not the riff-raff offspring like us, . 
coming from ignorant emigrants fresh from Ellis 
island. 

| disliked Miss Freeman. | generally don’t 
dislike anyone. I’m even on pretty good terms 
with the horned angels. | learned it pays to cover 
your bets. But that teacher rubbed me the wrong 
way. 

Years later, | did a little research on Mr. Smith 
and he really was an.American hero. He was the 
first American citizen to cross the continent to 
California by land.

The road system in the Angeles National Forest 
is improving.

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City to extract methane from landfill

Progress continues to be made on closing 
and improving the Upland Sanitary Landfill. 
The fill, which was operated for some 20 years 
as the principle disposal area for refuse 
generated in Upland, has been closed to new 
refuse since 1979. There are no known 
hazardous wastes in the fill, but the natural 
process of decomposition of normal 
household and commercial wastes results in 
the generarion of methane gas. 

This gas can travel underground away from 
landfills and end up underneath neighboring 
properties. Concentrations of methane gas 
can be explosive and if exposed to a source of 
ignition, such as a pilot light, can produce 
devastating results. Several recorded 
explosions in Colorado testify to this problem. 

As aresult, the city of Upland has 
constructed a landfill gas extraction system 
which, in essence, removes the landfill gas 
from the fill and prevents generated gas from 
migrating to neighboring properties by use of 
a negative pressure system. At present, the 
gases are exhausted into the atmosphere and 
are accompanied by extremely unpleasant 
odors. 


This is about to change. This gas which 
was previously just a hazard, will in a very few 
months be used to generate electricity. 
Central Plants Inc., of Commerce, has been 
granted the mineral rights to the Upland 
Sanitary Landfill for the purpose of extracting 
the methane gas and using it to fuel engines, 
which, in turn, will generate electricity which 
will be sold to the Southern California Edison 
Company. 


While it’s not known precisely how much 
gas is being generated, nor how long it will

continue to be generated, theoretical 
calculations and field testing have convinced 
Central Plants that it will be productive for 
them to invest several hundred thousand 
dollars in the gas extraction system for the 
purpose of generating electricity. The City will 
be paid a royalty similar to what the owners of 
oil fields are paid for oil extracted from their 
property. 


The generation of electricity with the 
methane gas will also benefit the city in an 
additional. way. The current exhausting of 
methane gas can produce an extremely 
unpleasant odor due to various elements _ 
within the decomposed methane. The burning 
of the gas to generate electricity will reduce or 
eliminate the odors associated with methane 
extraction. In addition, since the fill will 
naturally vent into the atmosphere even 
without an extraction system, the energy 
system will improve air quality in the area. 


In addition to the Central Plants project, 
the city has invested several hundred 
thousand dollars in putting acap on top of the 
landfill. While not yet complete, the cap when 
completed will cover the fill and reduce or 
eliminate the amount of rain water which 
infiltrates the fill which will reduce possible 
contamination of underground water tables. 
The city has worked carefully with the Santa 
Ana Regional Water Quality Control Board to 
design acap which produces the desired 
effect. 


The cap consists of thousands of cubic 
yards of imported material on top of the 
existing fill. In addition, the city will be 
installing an underground drainage system, 
which when complete will add to the 
protection of the subsurface water quality. 


Now that the major problems with the 
landfill have been.resolved, or are on their way 
to resolution, the city has undertaken the 
preparation of a master plan for the site. The 
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master plan, which will be presented to the 
public for their input, will designate the future 
uses to which the surface of the fill may be 
used. 


The city has long contemplated a 
community park be placed on top of the fill 
and the purpose of the master plan is to 
determine just what facilities should be 
included and what unique problems the city 
can expect as a result of a park being placed 
on the fill. 


With the generation of methane gas and 
the high ground temperatures caused by 
decomposing refuse, special attention must 
be paid to matters such as turf selection, 
irrigation processes and structural 
requirements for placing any permanent 
structure on a base which is subject to 
settlement. The plan will also look at the 
proposed use of the site to determine if other 
uses may be feasible which would led to a 
totally planned development which could 
serve a number of ends. More mundane items 
such as traffic.and security are also being 
reviewed. Once a draft of the master plan has 
been completed, it will be presented to the 
public as a whole for further review and input. 


It is not clear exactly when park facilities 
will be constructed. This is largely a question 
of financing the improvements and the ability 
to finance the maintenance of those 
improvements once the park site is in place. 
The city is looking at various ways of 
accomplishing the financing, either through 
concessions on the park site involving 
recreation or ancillary uses of the park site or 
other arrangements whereby the park can be 
completed.

County, state agencies battle mosquitos 


In an effort to avoid a serious public health 
threat along the Colorado River area, San 
Bernardino County is coordinating a mosquito 
abatement program with California and Arizona 
state officials, Supervisor John Joyner said this 
week. 

The First District Supervisor spent much of last 
week in Needles and communities along the 
flooded Colorado River to assess some of the 
potential problems since the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation began releasing water from the dams 
last month. 

“There’s been a lot of local concern about 
_ diseases related to mosquitoes and tetanus 
because of the flooding and I’ve asked the Public 
Health and Environmental Health Services I’ve 
asked the Public Health and Enviornmental Health 
Services departments to work on this problem,” 
Joyner said. 

Mosquitoes tend to breed quickly in stagnant 
pools of water in the summer months, the health 
department reports. Due to high river levels and 
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flooding, the potential tor extensive mosquito 
breeding exists. Mosquitoes can carry a virus 
called Western Equine Virus, which can cause 
encephalitis (inflammation of the brain). 


The mosquito vector which carries this virus, 
Culex Tarsalis, will be found in unusually high 
concentrations this summer, the department 
predicts. Although no positive survey for the virus 
has been reported yet in San Bernardino County or 
Arizona, a positive has been recorded in Blythe. 


The State Department of Health Services has 
declared the potential for a serious public health 
threat exists, particularly as high water subsides, 
creating stagnant waters, and as the main breeding 
season approaches. Both California and Arizona are 
applying for federal emergency funding to conduct 
abatement activities, and the county will assist in 
these activities, Supervisor Joyner said. 


The County Department ot Public Health 
reported 12 cases of encephalitis in 1982 and one

case was associated with the Wester Equine Virus. 


The average incubation period is five to 10 days. 


Onset in older children and adults starts with a 
headache, stiff neck, fever and chills, with increase 
in severity, leading to mental confusion and 
drowsines. With infants, the onset is often abrupt 
with fever and convulsions. If syfnptoms occur, see 
your doctor! 

The best prevention is to avoid mosquito bites, 
the health department advises. Use insect 
repellent, avoid unnecessary outdoor activity in the 
evening, as the Culex Trasalis is primarily an 
evening biter; wear protective clothing. 

Property owners can assist in control by 
eliminating all unnecessary impoundments of 
water, excluding small quantities such as stagnant 
pools and containers on their property. 

Regarding tetanus, the intact skin acts as a 
protective coating reducing the risk due to 
exposure to flood water. To determine the need for 
booster doses following an injury, see your 
physician or local public health department.

Coming up with the money will be the problem,” he 
added. 

But Blanchard is optimistic. One possibility for 
funds is the Community Public Facilities Act of 
1982. ‘“‘Monies would come from a service charge 
and be earmarked for any public improvements. 
This is something that the council can impose,” he 
said. 


A bond issue approved by the public is another 
possibility. Although it would take a two-thirds 
vote, Blanchard said he believes it could pass 
easily if the package includes items people really 
want. 

Blanchard said it could include things such as 


‘ : 
storm drains, a paramedic program or a police 


facility. 


Such a bond issue appeals to the public, 
Blanchard said, because they get the things they 
want in a package that ‘“‘does the best for the 
most.” 


Normally, the city engineer’s office would rely 
on its main source of funds, Article 8 monies, for 
drainage projects. But those funds, derived from 
the city’s share of the cigarette tax, have been 
dwindling. 


“Last year we got $400,000, this year it’s: 
$256,000 and next year it will be even less. It seems 
as our needs expand, our revenue sources are 
drying up,” he said. 

The city is seeking new funding sources for its 
projects. 


One possibility Blanchard has suggested on 
more than one occasion is raising development 
fees from $450 to $900 and imposing them on all 
buildings, not just residential structures. 

Blanchard estimates this could raise about 
$1.25 million during a five-year period if 
“‘development.occurs the way we expect.” 0

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Asbestos in schools 


District works to eliminate ‘trouble spots’

A recently completed study by a private 
company has revealed the presence of friable or 
crumbling asbestos at most of the Upland School 
District’s 11 campuses. 

District officials say they expect to have all 
asbestos “trouble spots” taken care of within three 
weeks. But even so, Upland has joined an as yet 
undetermined number of school districts 
nationwide that failed to meet a federally mandated 
deadline for identifying potentially hazardous levels 
of asbestos in their schools. 

Under the Asbestos School Hazard Detection 


LX ma wk iA tai 
and Control Act of 1980, schoo! officials were 


required to locate all materials containing in excess 
of 1 percent friable asbestos and then report their 
findings to school employees, teachers and parents 
by June 28 of this year. 

The law affects those asbestos materials which 
crumble or flake off into the air and which can be 
inhaled by humans. While no “safe” level of 
asbestos has yet been determined, it is generally 
believed that the substance has the potential to 
cause a number of serious, perhaps even fatal 
diseases. 

However, the regulation does not say that 
schools must clean up their trouble spots, nor are 
there federal funds available for those schools 
wishing to do so. 

The USD study, conducted by Certified Testing 
Laboratory of South Gate, began on June 8 and was 
completed before the deadline. But the district did 
not receive the final results of the study until July 5 
and has yet to notify employees, teachers and 
parents about the findings. 

However, Bill May, the district’s superintendent 
for business, says he expects to have that situation 
remedied soon. In addition, Upland seems to be 
going further than other school districts in that it 
plans to have all potential asbestos hazards 
“cleaned up” by early next month. 


May believes that regardless of whether the 
federal law, mandated by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, requires that schools clean up 
their asbestos sites, all school districts nationwide 
have a “moral obligation’ to find ways of solving 
their respective problems. 

(No federal funds were set aside for asbestos 
cleanup because it was believed that if enough 
“noise’’ was made by concerned parents and 
employees, school districts would seek to find 
solutions at the local level. However, it is unclear 
as to whether all districts would be able to afford 
the cost of the cleanup, or of lawsuits filed by a 
people who have contracted cancer as a result of 
being exposed to asbestos.) 


Of the Upland schools determined as having 


potentially dangerous levels of asbestos, perhaps 
the most severe samples were found at Pioneer 
Junior High and in three classrooms at Cabrillo 
Elementary. 

Most involve asbestos either sprayed ona 
ceiling or as sealing or insulating material on or 
around pipes and ducts. May said priority would be 
given to several where employees or students 
migiit theoretically come in close contact with 
asbestos-containing materials. 

Materials containing roughly 85 percent 
asbestos were found in the lining of a crawl space 
near the staff room at Upland Elementary School. 
May said some repairs were made to the area about 
six years ago, but apparently the sections of the 
duct were asbestos was found were not taken care 
of then. 

“What we’re generally finding is that over the 
years that (workers) have had to go in and make a 
repair, and they’ve broken a wrap or seal but failed 
to reseal it,” May said.

A dark tan may be attractive, but acquiring that 
tan may do your body more harm than good, 
according to Peggy Brock, recreation and sports 
safety specialist for the National Safety Council. 

“There are a couple of critical health hazards 
associated with over-exposure to the sun,” Brock 
said. “First of all, skin that is habitually exposed to 
large amounts of summer sun ages at an 
abnormally rapid rate. A person who obtains a deep 
tan every summer may have the skin of a 40-year-

old by the age of 30.” 

: Ultraviolet rays from the sun can also cause 
skin cancer, which is responsible for 5,000 deaths 
each year, Brock said. She added that overexposure 
to the sun is the predominant cause of those 
deaths. 

“The plain truth is that there are virtually no 
medical benefits to be gained from sunbathing,” 
she said. ‘‘But it’s foolish to think that people are 
going to stop trying to get that deep, dark tan.”

Surrounded by a grassy field, shady 
trees and older homes is the joint 
facility for the California Department 
of Forestry and United States Forest 
Service. 

For 50 years, the building has been 
the area’s CDF station, even after it 
was moved from its old location at 
Highland and Haven avenues 
following World War Il. 

Before moving to the CDF station 
three years ago, the U.S. Forestry 
station for the area was a small

The move to the CDF facility also 
reduced operating costs, since the 
two agencies split the power and food 
bills. The Day Canyon station, still

Akona’s Polynesian Enterprises has catered 
affairs at various country clubs, area chambers of 
commerce, weddings, service clubs and private 
functions. 

Akona’s will either cook and cater, just 
entertain or any combination of the three. Akona 


said he likes at least 50 people at a luau and if 
there are fewer, it is cheaper to have Nathalie 
cook the food for customer pick-ups. 

Just like tourism on the islands, the summers 
are busy for the Akonas. Some customers have 
been to the islands and experienced a luau, while 
others simply want to taste a roasted “‘Kailua 
Pig,’ cooked underground, without having to fork 
out airfare. 

A singer and guitar player, Akona graduated 
from high school in Honolulu in 1958 and moved 
to Southern California to perform “because it 
was hard to get into the entertainment business 
at home then.” 

Akona met Nathalie in the Covina area. She 
moved from Oahu to the area in her younger days 
and graduated from Nogales High School in La 
Puente. 

Akona sits in with other bands at various 
Southland nightclubs and works full-time at a 
cement, steel and fiberglass piping firm in Brea. 

Besides working at a shed company in Azusa, 
Nathalie teaches Polynesian dancing at a Covina 
studio the couple owns (where some of the luau 
entertainers are trained) and prepares some of 
the party food days in advance to meet orders 
that have gone as high as 700 people. 


The catering aspect of the business began 


five years ago, but Akona said he has entertained 
“since | was a little kid.” 


To keep abreast of the entertainment and 


culinary trends on the islands, the couple travels 
home every year. New restaurants may be 
popping up, but Akona said authentic 
entertainment is: getting scarce on the islands. 


“When I’ve gone back home, I’ve noticed you 


can’t find a good Polynesian entertainment show. 
You have to go to California,” he said. 


Preferably, Rancho Cucamonga, according to 


Akona. 


“Tiny Bubbles,” a song made famous by 


Hawaiian entertainer Don Ho, is Akona’s number 
one request from audiences. But newer songs, 
such as “‘Honolulu City Lights” by the Cazemero 


Brothers, is also included in his six-piece band’s 
repertoire. 

Akona said he once advertised his business, 
but now relies on word-of-mouth to draw 
customers. The average cost for food is $9 per 
person and entertainment usually runs between 


$500 and $550. If enough people attend, Akona 


sometimes doesn’t charge for the entertainment. 
Akona said the food is ‘“‘Americanized” to

north of Highland (Avenue) is who 
pays the bills,” Maloney said. 

The USFS does not generally 
protect homes, although they are 
trained to. The CDF, which doubles as 
a county fire protection service, has 
no state forest land nearby to protect. 

Despite their differences, people 


calling on them for service often get 
confused because “‘Forest” appears 
in both names. Most assume the CDF 
fights fires deep in the woodlands. 

That’s only true in Northern 
California, and Maloney would like to 
see a change in the CDF’s name — at 
least in Southern California — to stop 
the “habit of lumping us together with 
the forest service.’ 

“The biggest misconception is that 


we are forest rangers,” he said. “We 


don’t know where people should get 


camping or hunting permits. | don’t 

know what to do about an ow!. We'd 

like to be recognized as firefighters.” 
Many of the CDF service areas 


overlap with various city fire 


departments. The station itself is 

located in the Foothill Fire District. 
To offset some of the confusion, a
